In England, the

worth $200,000,000, but it is most 
ly in lands and honses. It does 
not yield him 2 per cent. 
A year 
from now I shall be worth more 
than $200,000,000, and will have 
an income equal to 6 per cent on 
that anioint.” 
Vanderbilt can 
take life oomparatively easy 011 an 
income of $12,000,000 a year, and 
watch his wealth pile up without 
any effort of his. 
From his gov­ 
ernment bonds he draws $2,372,000 
a year ; from his railroad stocks 
and bonds, $7,394,300; from his 
miscellaneous securities, $575,685, 
or $10,^42,045 frt)m his invest­ 
ments alone. Thus every day they 
earn for him $28,334.25. 
Every 
hour sees him $1,180,59 richer, and 
and every minute means $18.67 ad­ 
ded to h’s hoard. 
Beside this, he 
calculates to make $2,000,000 eyery 
year by fortunate sales. In re­ 
sponse to all this information, 
what are impecunious people to do 
to prevent them from envying so 
rich a man ? The best they cando 
is to pity the unhappy millionaire. 
He cannot fancy he is in paradise 
when he is taking a three-penny 
ride in a steamboat to New Bright­ 
on, or making one of eighteen oc­ 
cupants in a third-class compart­ 
ment of a slew and dirty railway 
carriage bound for the Aintree 
race course. 
Poor fellow! 
He 
must always travel first-class, eat 
before he is hungry, never wear a 
suit of clothes or a pair of boots 
often enough to get fond of them ; 
and let him work aa hard as he 
will, he cannot spend hi» money as 
last as other people earn it for him. 
He cannot be happy as a lord “for 
lourpence.” Impecunious reader! 
Fancy that you would not change 
places with him if you could. You 
may possible fancy this if, like the 
little Marchioness, when she was 
sipping nectar distilled from orange 
peel, you imagine very hard. 


Coeur D'Alene a Failure. 
A correspondent of the Chicago 
Tim»» writes : 
“ I have just re 
turned from my exploration of the 
claims on Eagle and Pritchard 
creeks, and might as well have 
saved myself the trouble; for, 
owing to the high water, scarcely 
any of the claims located on either 
of these creeks ara worked, and 
none are in working order. Besides 
the high water, another raason 
causes enforced idleness ; and this 
is that nine claims out of ten loca­ 
ted on these creaks having bean 
4juni|>ed,’ are in litigation, and be- 
fore the lawsuits are settled none 
of the holders are likely to spend 
any labor or money on the proper­ 
ty in litigation. 
“ From all I have seen and heard 
here, it is very doubtful if the 
work will pay the trouble, the pras- 
peets being very poor, and where 
the indications are more favorable 
the amount of money which will 
have to be expended te open the 
mines will exceed the power of 
small capitalists, and it can now 
be safely said that unless some 
wealthy companies interest ihem- 
selves in the Coeur d'Alene mines 
they will prove a failnre. This 
conviction hae forced itaelf upon 
everybody during the last week.— 
Eagle City is emptying fast. Many 
people possessing the means to 
leave the camp have left it or are 
leaving. One by one the lodging 
house*, saloons, etc., are being 
cleared, and the sheriff is busy 
putting notices on the doors of the 
unfortnnates. 
At the present

Emptied 
of its contents of peaches or tofna- 
toes, discarded and thrown out at 
the kitchen gate, it may soon be 
sent to tho front door or find an 
honored place in the best room in 
the best room in the house. Thou­ 
sands of these cans are gathered in | 
Philadelphia eyery week and made 
into shining sheets and used to 
decorate or cover large traveling 
trunks and thus get a promotion 
from the backyard to the boudoir, j 
On the outskirts of the city, with­ 
in a abort time, a number of fac-; 
tories for the conversion of these 
old buffeted and battered cans and 
other tin refuse from the ash heaps 
have sprung up, and the business j 
is a growing one. One of con­ 
siderable size is on Moyatnensing: 
avenue, below Mifflin street, where ¡ 
a large force of men are kept busy 
day in and day out. The cans are 
collected in various ways, but 
principally from the city ash heaps j 
and hotels and large boariding 
houses. At the factory the solder­ 
ed seams are subjected to an intense 
heat in such a way that the solder 
is allowed to run into a receptacle, 
and is carefully saved and sold, the 
profit from this source alone almost; 
paying or the expense of gathering 
and handling of the cans. The 
tops and bottoms of the cans are 
melted and turned into window- 
snsh weights. The labels on the i 
tin plates are easily taken off, after

rolled out flat by machinery. As 
the inside of the plates are not 
much discolored by the contens of 
the can they present a clean sur*!

Other uses are also 
made of the tin plates, and there 
is considerable profit in the busi­ 
ness. 
The process is quite simple, 
and very little capital is required.

Note© A b ou t th e C hicago Con vent io n . 
Chicago, June 2.—Several events gave re­ 
newed interest to the political situation here 
on Saturday, and caused the caldron to boil 
with renewed vigor. The first of these was 
the arrival of the Pacific coast delegation. 
They came in during the morning, and the 
Blaine canvass received an impetus that for 
awhile 
carried it along with great en­ 
thusiasm. With brass band accompaniment 
they marched to their quarters, and the 
welkin rang with shouts for the choice of 
the men of California, Oregon and Nevada. 
A t noon the national committee met to de­ 
cide a 
number of 
important questions. 
Later in the day the New York business 
men’s committee got here, and the Arthur 
people were the principal objects of a t­ 
tention. And at night the Logan men had a 
rally that for a “huiTah” was probably the 
biggest 
success of 
the da}’. The 
cor­ 
ridors 
and 
lobbies 
of 
the 
hotels 
were the scenes 
all day of suppressed 
excitement 
and 
hard 
political 
work, 
and the work was kept up all the time, tem­ 
porary excitement not having the effect of 
stopping it appreciably, and it was midnight 
ere the managers and their lieutenants sought 
“tired nature's sweet restorer, balmy sleep.” 
As soon as it was known that a delegation, 
or part of one, had arrived, its preferences 
were immediately put under scrutiny, and 
men detailed to look up such as it was 
thought could be won to the support of the 
rival candidates, and the delegate who had 
not made his position very plain was soou 
made aware of his importance as a factor in 
the problem which is to be worked out here 
in the next few days.

with but limited means, with no militia and with 
no munitions, contributed its quota with as much 
promptness as did the older and wealthier states.

You eac i nobly acted your part, but your gr*>d- 
bye- wen-"poken on other thau Minnesota soil. 
During those trying days, weeks, months, and 
years when you served and suffered in field, in 
camp and in prison your loved ones watched and 
prayed f r you in homes situated on other than 
Minnesota soil. 
You added to the credit and 
contributed to the glory of other states than 
Minnesota. We all, h wever, now take pride in 
the tho;

The le g e n d o f the Cuckoo* 
It is a common belie! that the cuckoo 
is a transformed girl calling her brother. 
In Servia the cuckoo, kukavitza, was a 
girl who lamented her brother’s death 
so long that she was turned into a 
cuckoo. This in itself is not very cir­ 
cumstantial, but Albania supplies a 
more complete story. There were once 
two brothers and a sister 
The latter 
accidentally killed one of them by get­ 
ting up suddenly from her needle-work 
and piercing him to the heart with her 
scissors. She and the surviving brother 
mourned so much that they were 
turned into birds; he cries out to the 
lost brother bv night gion, pion, and 
she by day, kit kit, kit kit, which means 
“Where are you?” Tho cuckoo, says 
the Bohemian legend, once had a crown 
on her head, till at a wedding among 
the birds, at which the hoopoe was 
bridegroom, she lent it and lias never 
been able to get it back. He is always 
crying out kuku, which means "'You 
rascal,” to which the other replies, jdu, 
jdu, *1 come, I come,” but comes not. 
The Bohemians also take the cuckoo tor 
ai* enchanted miller or baker. The 
latter is a more enchanting story, as be­ 
ing either of post-Christian origin, or 
e j else a pagan memory transferred, as so 
often happened, into a Christian dress. 
Christ, passing one day a baker’s shop, 
sent one of His disciples in to ask for 
some new I tread. The baker refused to 
give it, but his wife and six daughters, 
who 
were 
compassionate, delivered 
some secretly to the disciple. In re­ 
ward they w ere placed among the stars, 
as the Pleiades; but the baker was 
turned into a cuckoo, and it confirm* 
this story that his cry is heard as long as 
those seven stars are visible in the sky. 
In Poland long ago it was a capital 
crime to kill a cuckoo. The apparent 
reason was that Zvwiec, who in old 
Slavonic mythology was the ruler of 
the universe, used to change himself 
(as Zeus once did and Indra too) into 
cuckoo, in order to announce to mortal* 
the number of years they had to live; a 
belief ho real that multitudes used 
to 
flock 
every May 
to 
Zywiec* 
temple, on the mountain that was 
called after Iris name, to pray for long 
life and prosperous health. To this 
day it is a common article of folk-lore 
belief that so many years yet remain to 
a man of life as he hears the cuckoo’s 
voice for the first time in the spring. 
And a monkish historian has handed 
down, for the edification of jiosterity, 
the story of the worldly-minded brother 
who, tired of the monotony of convent 
life, resolved to ask of the cuckoo th# 
number of years yet allotted him to 
live. The bird having said twenty-two, 
the monk resolved to devote himself 
for a season to the pleasures of this 
world and yet have time before him to 
prepare for the next: but, alas! th# 
bird was a heathenish and therefore a 
false oracle to listen to, and death sur­ 
prised the recreant monk in the twee 
beth year, still absorbed in tempora 
enjoyments and vanities.—The Corn­ 
bin Mag atil t*.

It is a common belief that the cuckoo 
is a transformed girl calling her brother. 
In Servia the cuckoo, kukavitza, was a 
girl who lamented her brother’s death 
so long that she was turned into a 
cuckoo. 
This in itself is not very cir­ 
cumstantial, but Albania supplies a 
mor¿ complete story. There were once 
two brothers and a sister 
The latter 
accidentally killed one of them by get­ 
ting up suddenly from her needle-work 
and piercing him to the heart with her 
scissors. She and the surviving brother 
mourned so much that they were 
turned into birds; ho cries out to the 
lost brother by night gion, gion, and 
she by day, ku ku, ku ku, which means 
“Where are you?” The cuckoo, says 
the Bohemian legend, once had a crown 
on her head, till at a wedding among 
the birds, at which the hoopoe was 
bridegroom, she lent it and Iras never 
been able to get it back. He is always 
crying out kttku, which means “You 
rascal,” to which the other replies, jdu, 
jdu, “I come, x come,” but comes not. 
The Bohemians also take t he cuckoo for 
ai» enchanted miller or baker. 
Tho 
latter is a more enchanting story, as be­ 
ing either of post-Christian origin, or 
else a pagan memory transferred, as so 
often happened, into a Christian dress. 
Christ, passing one day a baker’s shop, 
sent one of His disciples in to ask for 
gome new bread. 
The baker refused to 
give it, but his wife and six daughters, 
who 
were 
compassionate, delivered 
some secretly to the disciple. 
In re­ 
ward they were placed among the star*, 
as the Pleiades; but the baker was 
turned into a cuckoo, and it confirm* 
this story that his cry is heard as long a* 
those seven stars are visible in the sky. 
In Poland long ago it was a capital 
crime to kill a cuckoo. 
The apparent 
reason was that Zywiec, who in old 
Slavonic mythology was the ruler of 
the universe, used to change himself 
(as Zeus once did and Indra too) into g 
cuckoo, in order to announce to mortal* 
the number of years they had to live; a 
belief so real that multitudes used 
to 
flock 
every May 
to 
Zywiec’g 
temple, on the mountain that was 
called after his name, to pray for long 
life and prosperous health. 
To this 
day it is a common article of folk-lore 
belief that so many years yet remain to 
a man of life as he hears the cuckoo’s 
voice for the first time in the spring. 
And a monkish historian has handed 
down, for tho edification of }>osterity, 
the story of the worldly-minded brother 
who, tired of the monotony of convent 
life, resolved to ask of the cuckoo the 
number of years yet allotted him to 
live. 
The bird having said twenty-two, 
the monk resolved to devote himself 
for a season to the pleasures of this 
world and yet have time before him to 
prepare for the next: but, alas! the 
bird was a heathenish and therefore a 
false oracle to listen to, and death sur­ 
prised the recreant monk in the twen* 
tieth year, still absorbed in témpora* 
enjoyments and vanities.—The Com-
